What Is Communism? — 
Ask any of a d o zen Americans. “What is Com m unism ?” and 
nine of them will explain it m nine different ways; three will 
profess ignorance or change the subject. 
The Encyclopedia Bn'Uiihca has sex'eral pages devoted to 
this subject, starting off by saying “Communism is a term origin­ 
ally used as almost synonymous v.ith Socialism. 
Both concep­ 
tions cover a multitude of ideas , . .” 
A multitude of ideas is right, if one would judge by over­ 
hearing American discussions about w hat it is. 
And even if 
you read about w hat it is in some text book, the average Am.er- 
ican will still be in a fog. 
He is a bit foggy, too, about w hat 
is Democracy or what is a Republic. 
About the most lucid paragraph in EB on this subject reads 
as follows: 
“According to modern communist theory, the working classes 
as such are quite capable of seizing the power of the State, 
but not of maintaining it with success. 
For this purpose they 
require a committee which acts for them: the Communist Party. 
This party then must guide the dictatorship during the period 
of civil war, and hence it i,^ necessary that only members of the 
Communist Party, or those in sympathy with it, should be elected 
to the councils. 
This period of dictatorship is regarded as a 
transitional stage . . . It is only when the socialist society has 
been achieved that a free expression of will and the representation 
of the whole people is again possible.” 
One must presume, then, that the Soviet Union is still in 
the transitional stage because the people certainly do not yet 
have freedom of action but are controlled by councils of the 
Communist Party. 
In American communities w here machine politics predom i­ 
nates one might say Communism of a type prevails. 
The people 
by election choose only the officials the machine bosses select; 
the machine bosses being of the opinion the people themselves 
are loo dum b to make the right selections. 
And the bosses don’t 
trust their own candidates too far, but make them politically 
subservient to the machine and its leaders who really run the 
works. 
This is a cool w eather topic, so if it's too w arm today don’t 
invite heat prostration by indulging in strenuous mental gym ­ 
nastics trying to understand “w hat is Comm unism?”
